BUYKIN AT TRIAL 


S olicitor-General Pro’ 
Tem. Says He Believed 
Young Fund Repaid. 


After presenting final testimony as 
to the Art Young transaction in which 
William G. McRae charges Solicitor- 
General Boykin with extortion, Me- 


Rae Monday afternoon closed his case 
iu the double-libel action between the 


Robert B. Troutman, who was ap- 
pointed by Judge E. E. Pomeroy as 
solicitor-general pro tem. last April 
when charges were preferred before 
the grand jury by McRae, testified 
as to incidents in connection with the 
charges made by McRae at that time. 
Among other things, he was ques- 
tioned as to his examination of the 
county books for data relating to the 
Art Young transaction, in which Me- 
Rae charged Boykin with extortion | 
and bribery. | 

Troutman testified that he told Me- 
Rae during one of a series of several 
conferences had with him and George 
Finch before the matter was presented 
to the grand jury, that from his. ex- 
amination of the county books he was 
convinced that the $400 used for the 
return of Young from Utah had been 
repaid to the county, explaining that 
from his observation he believed the 
system then in use was to make cash 
advances under the method of enter- 
ing such advances in red ink when 
made, and showing them in the cash 
balance when they were repaid, and 
that a $400 item was thus shown on 
the books. 

Conflicting Statements Charged. 

MeRae has charged that Boykin 
has made conflicting statements with 
regard to this money, stating at one 
time that the money was advanced 
by the county and at another that 
it was not. Troutman said that when 
he was investigating the charges be- 
fore bringing them before the grand 
jury, Finch told him that he under- 
stood the May term jury was “hand- |

and McRae had advised him to take |

Florida Witnesses Heard. 

Two Florida witnesses were called 
hefore McRae closed his testimony, 
Judge Dorsey permitting Boykin fo 
eall M. D. Carmichael, of West Palm 
Beach, over the protest of Finch, 
when the witness told the court that 
his mother was ill in Philadelphia and 
that he was en route there. Finch, 
in explaining his objection to the in- 
troduction of the witness at that 
time, said that if it was the purpose 
of opposing counsel to “put him on 
the spot by interrupting his line of 
testimony.” he would “take the bull 
by the horns and object.” 

Carmichael's testimony was. of- 
fered in an effort to prove the con- | 
tention of Boykin that a partnership | 
in 1926 between McRae and 
Abe Rabinovic, former Miami law- 
yer, upon whose deposition Boykin 
relies partly for proof of h's charge | 
of bribery against McRae. Car- 
michael, an attorney, identified let- | 
ters and carbon copies of replies as 
constituting correspondence he had | 
with Troy C. Davis, the Itters being 
written on stationery with the head- 
ing “McRae, Davis, Rabinovic & Cal- 
lahan.” McRae testified earlier in 
the day that he had learned Sunday 
from his former partner. Davis. that 
such letterheads had been printed. 
and denied that he had had any for- | 
mer knowledge of such fact.

The federal relief administration 


came to the aid of poverty-stricken 
school systems in Georgia Monday 
with the assignment of 346 unem- 
ployed teachers to help in overcrowded 
schools and to teach the pupils whose 
schools -have been closed by_lack- of 
funds. ‘ 
Ninety counties were represented in 
the first assignments approved by 
the relief commission for that work. 
Paul Barrett, of the state department 
of education, assigued by State Su- 
perintendent M. D. Collins to direct 
the relief education program, said the 
applications approved were all that 
he had on hand in proper form. 
Approval of the 346 teachers for 
distressed rural schools in the regu- 
lar educational system of the state 
brought to more than 800 the number 
of teachers assigned to work in Geor- 
gia. The others have been approved 
for vocational and adult education 
classes. 
The rural school teachers have all 
the qualifications required for em- 
ployment as teachers in the. regular 
manner. ‘The qualifications set up 
for vocational and adult education 
teachers are less rigid. 
Financial Statement Required. 
To obtain relief teachers for regu- 
‘lar schools, the counties were re- 
| quired to show to the relief commis- 
sion their own inability to finance 
an adequate educational: program. In-

Thousands To 


Banks Lake Drained Aiter 12 Years 


Seek Fish Today 


LAKELAND, Ga., Dec. 18.—Banks 
lake, said to be more than twice the 
size of the next largest body of water 
in Georgia, will be the gathering place 
for several thousand Georgia fisher- 
men tomorrow. Drainage work has 
been under way for several weeks and 
fish in the lake’s 11,000 acres of wa- 
ter now have been corralled into 
about 500 acres. Fishing will last 
three days. 


Governor Talmadge will be the 
principal speaker and will fire a gun 
which will be the signal for all fish- 
ermen to enter the lake at the same 
time. The last time the lake was 
drained, 12 years ago, 10,000 people 
were present, and the first day 60,000 
(30 tons) of fish were caught. 


Prior to 1921, the lake was drained 
about every seven years to get rid 
of water plants in the shallow water 
and the excessively large fish and 
other enemies to game fish. 


Banks lake was formed approxi- 
mately 100 years ago by the building 
of a dirt dam 480 feet long. It is 
located on the edge of Lakeland, some 
of the lake being within the city 
limits. It is estimated to cover 11,- 
000 acres of land, and is approximate- 
ly seven miles long and about four 
miles wide. Its depth is said to vary 
from 5 to 30 feet. 

There are many unique features 
about this lake. It is fed by Springs 
and creeks. One stream, Grand Bay, 
serves as an inlet until the lake water 
reaches a certain height and _ then 
serves as an outlet from the lake into 
the Suwannee river. The lake has an- 
other outlet through the Alapacoochee 
creek into the Alapaha river. These 
two outlets give it a double source of 
fish for restocking, as the fish come 
up from both the Suwanee and Ala- 
paha to bed in the lake and reproduce. 
Many lakes have a mucky and muddy 
' bottom, but it is said that Banks lake 
(has a sandy bottom’ practically all 
‘over its entire area, 
| ‘The lake has been drained through 


‘two openings in the dam with fine 


| mesh wire at the mouths of the open- 


| ings to prevent the fish from _ es- 


caping. |

to preserve them, and to Kill all 
enemies of game fish they come in 
contact with while fishing. They will 
be charged $3 for three days’ fish- 
ing. The money will go into the 
treasury of the Tobacco Belt Trust 
Company as trustee for the Banks 
Lake Recreation and Power Proper- 
ties and will be used in payment of 
taxes and omen of the property 
and in improving. it. 

The lake is owned by a group of 
shareholders scattered over several 
southern states, but most of whom 
live in Georgia. It has been convert- 
ed into a trust estate for the purpose 
of improving it. 

It has been drained at this time 
not only to ged rid of the water 
plants and enemies of game fish, in 
the interest of fish propagation, but 
for the purpose of making improve- 
ments. Engineering measurements 
compiled over a three-year period re- 
veal that the lake has a capacity of 
297 horsepower, and at 3 cents a 
kilowatt hour, will yield an annual 
income of approximately $60,000, jus- 
tifying an expenditure of $500,000 
for its development. Stock for this 
amount and purpose was authorized 
issued by the Georgia Securities com- 
mission severai years ago, but was 
never undertaken. It is contemplated 
that money for this purpose will be 
obtained from the federal government 
under the recovery program and this 
improvement made while the water is 
off the lake. 

There is a large amount of timber 
in the lake, valued at several thou- 
sand dollars, which it is necessary to 
have the water drained in order to 
utilize, It is proposed to cut this 
timber and remove it while the lake 
is drained. 

Government authorities have stated 
that the lake is suitable for irrigation 
purposes, and the state college of ag- 
riculture is at this time working out 
a schedule of profitable crops to be 
grown under irrigation methods on 
lands around the lake.

WALTER 0. FOOTE 
PASSES SUDDENLY 


Heart Attack Fatal to 
Widely Known Civic and 
Business Leader. 


A sudden heart attack proved fatal 
to Walter O. Foote Monday morning 
a few minutes after the widely known 
printing executive and civic leader 
entered his home at 60 Montgomery 
Ferry drive, N. E., from his flower 
garden, where he had been working. 

Mr. Foote, was was 67 years of 
age and apparently in excellent 
health, died within a few minutes of 
the attack. He was chairman of the 
board of the Foote & Davies Company, 
one of the south’s foremost printing 
establishments, and long had _ been 
known as one of the leading citizens 
of Atlanta. 

Funeral services for Mr. Foote will 
be held at 2 o’clock this afternoon at 
Spring Hill chapel of H. M. Patter- 
son & Son. The services will be con- 
ducted by Dr. Stiles Bradley, former 
pastor of St. Mark Methodist church, 
of which Mr. Foote was an active and 
beloved member, and Dr. John W. 
Johnson, who was. assigned to the 
church recently from one of the largest 
Methodist churches in Texas. 

Pallbearers at the funeral will be 
John M. Cooper, B. 8S. Barker, W. R.

William Joseph Simmons. who re- 
tired as the presiding genius of the 
Ku Klux Klan when his dream of 
empire faded, is reaching out again, 
this time from behind the scenes of 
a “nation-wide” organization, “The 
Nationalists.” : 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Jacksonville Monday night said that 
national headquarters of the organi- 
zation has_ been. located there and 
that Simmons announced the purposes 
of the activity would be described in 
detail at a meeting Friday. 

Simmons said the “Nationlists” had 
been working in secret throughout the 
country for nearly a year, seeking 
“to return America to Americans” by 
crusading against communism, fas- 
cism, socialism. The organization 
will come out in the open this week, 
he announced, and seek to “remedy 
existing economic conditions by cor- 
recting abuses of the capitalistic 
system.” 

“The Nationalists,” said Simmons, 
have no connection with Ku Klux 
Klan. His announcement said that 


any white American citizen could 
join, but that politics and politicians 
were barred.

Washington Monday but has not yet 
reached the state commission. 

If the commission should approve 
the project it is expected that funds 
for it would be alloted 10 days at a 
time until the entire $6,000,000 has 
been allocated. The commission prob- 
ably will take the matter up some 
time this week. 

The PWA also sent to the Georgia 
CWA commission the application of 
the city of Hapeville for funds to con- 
struct a sewer system and one of the 
city of Atlanta’s applications for 
funds to construct underpasses. It 
was not announced which of the sev-; 
eral Atlanta sought underpasses was 
transferred and the exact project will 
not be known until the formal order 
reaches Georgia commission today or 
Wednesday. 

Text of Resolution. 

Text of the council resolution fol- 
lows: 

Be it resolved by the Mayor and 
General Council: 

Whereas, the city of Atlanta did 
heretofore make application to the 
United States (federal emergency 
adminsirtation of public works) for 
a loan and grant for the purpose of 
extending its sewer system and the 
building of disposal plants; and, 

Whereas, upon the request of the 
city of Atlanta said application has 
been transferred by the federal emer- 
gency administration of public works 
to the civil works administration; 
and, 

Whereas, the board of health of 
the state of Georgia and the Fulton 
County Medical Society have repeat- 
edly called to the attention of the 
officials of this city the necessity 
for the extension of the sewer system 
and the building of additional dis- 
posal plants as necessary for the pro- 
tection of the public health; and, 

Whereas, it is of the utmost im- 
portance to the city of Atlanta that 
speedy action be taken to bring this 
application before the civil works 
administration of the state of Geor- 
ga to obtain its sanction for this 
project, that the work may be begun 
immediately ; 

It is resolved: 

1. That the city of Atlanta make 
application to the civil works ad- 
ministration of the state of Georgia 
through its agencies in Fulton and 
DeKalb counties for the construction 
and extension of its sewer system jn 
accordance with the plan described in 
the application made by the city of 
Atlanta to the United States (fed- 
eral emergency administration of 
public works), or such modification 
thereof as shall be deemed necessary. 

2. That the board of county com- 
missioners of Fulton county and the 
commissioner of public roads and 
revenue of DeKalb county be request- 
ed to assist the city of Atlanta in 
such application, and to make re- 
quests on their own account for the 
extension and building of such sewer 
system, all in accordance with said 
plan. heretofore submitted to the 
Unifed States (federal emergency ad- 
midtstration of public works) by 
the city of Atlanta, or such modifi- 
cition thereof as shall be deemed 
necessary. 

_3. That a special committee con-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—()— 
President Roosevelt tocay extended 
the effective date of the automobile 
manufacturers’ code through Septem- 


ber 4, 1934, upon the report of Hugh 
S. Johnson, the recovery administra- 
tor, that employment had increased 20 
per cent and pay rolls gained 16 per 
cent since the agreement has been in 
force. 

The extension was requested by the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce. The request was forwarded 
by Johnson to the White House with 
a report that since September 5, when 
the code went into effect, millions of 
dollars have been added in wages and 
thousands of idle workers returned to 
their jobs. 

Johnson’s report to the president 
said the actual increase in pay rolls 
was from $12,700,000 in July to ap- 
approximately $14,700,000 in Septem- 
ber for the members of the chamber, 
representing 78 per cent of the pro- 
duction capacity and approximately 
95 per cent of the units of the in- 
dustry. 

Employment, he_ said, increased 
from 125,600 in July to 150,700 in 
September, a gain of 25,100 workers.

Sunday’s record- breaking tempera- 
ture of 75 degrees, followed by Mon-

The cost of making a case of potable whisky is approximately $1.60. 


A case is three gallons or 12 quarts. Interest on 


he invested money 


while the whisky is aging, plus barreling and labeling, will add at least 
$5.50 to the cost. The present federal tax of $1.10 a gallon will add 
$3.30 more, thus making the total cost $10.40 a case. 

But there is every reason to believe that the federal tax will be 


' increased to at least $2.50 a gallon, 


thus adding to the cost of a case. 


One state has already levied a floor tax of $2 a gallon, and it is 
quite probable that the other 19 states in which sale is permitted will 


_ do as much. This will add $6 more 


to the price of a case, making the 


total cost afproximately $21. If these figures are correct, the cost of 
producing a gallon of legal liquor will be not less than $7. 


Now consider the moonshiner. 


Given 75 pounds of sugar, two 


bushels of meal, two pounds of malt and six yeast cakes, he can pro- 
duce eleven gallons of good “white mule’ at a cost of $5.50. That 


means 50 cents a gallon.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The in- 
fluence which the devaluation of the 
dollar would exert in bringing about 
a trade recovery and a rise in prices 
is a problem which bristles with dif- 
ficulties. 

Commonly, in the past, devaluation 
has come as the final stage in the re- 
turn of a disordered currency to the 
gold standard. It has been the 
statutory recognition of a situation in 


which prices have adyanced far above | 


the level which could be maintained 
if the old parity were restored. 

In our case, if we devalued the 
dollar to the extent of its present de- 
preciation, we should be acting on the 
assumption that devaluation itself 
would speedily bring about a desired 
upward movement in prices. Only 
after prices had advanced would the 
revalued currency be in equilibrium 
with the currencies of other countries. 


Revalution “Out.” 

Since the dollar, measured in for- 
eign currencies, is now clearly under- 
valued, we may rule out of the realm 
of practical politics the possibility of 
revaluation in concert with other 
countries, and in particular with 
Great Britain. 

When at the beginning of the year 
the pound was quoted at $3.40 to the 
dollar, there was no clear evidence 
that it was undervalued. A slightly 
higher or a slightly lower rate might, 
with equal probability, have proved 
to be an equilibrium rate if this coun- 
try had not departed from the gold 
standard. 

Since that time prices have indeed 
risen somewhat more rapidly in the 
United States than in England, but 
they certainly have not provided a 
basis for an equilibrium rate for the 
pound of anything approaching $5.00, 
to say nothing of a higher rate. For 
this reason, and because of the evi- 
dent indisposition of Great Britain 
definitely to stabilize even when the 
pound was in the vicinity of $3.50 
to the dollar, we may reasonably con- 
clude that if we are disposed fo de- 
value the dollar now it is a cause 
which we must take unaccompanied 
by similar action elsewhere. 

: Risk. 

The necessity of taking independ- 
dent action will presumably be regard- 
ed by many as sufficient reason for 
taking no action whatever at _ the 
present time. Devaluation hers, 
which might be followed by much 
greater devaluation elsewhere than 
would correspond with existing valua- 
tions of various foreign currencies, 
is a risk which few in this country 
would be prepared to envisage. 

Such action on the part of foreign 
countries will be unavoidable unless 
prices in this country were to rise 
sharply after the revaluation of the 
dollar. Otherwise foreign countries 
would find themselves in a disadvan- 
tageous trading position. Moreover, 
the devaluation of the dollar to its 
present state of depreciation will pre- 
sent serious financial and monetary 
difficulties. 

On the assumption that it is believ- 
ed that devaluation will hold and not 
be abandoned for further depreciation, 
American capital, the outflow of 
which has largely contributed to the 
existing depreciation, will begin to re- 
turn. ‘The dollar will be decidedly 
strong, involving imports of gold to 
New York of such magnitude as to 
threaten a departure from gold by 
those countries that still maintain 
themselves on the gold standard. To- 
gether with a decided decline of those 
currencies that are on a paper basis. 
The alternative would be the estab- 
lishment of a huge equalization fund 
and the acquisition of undesirably 
large amounts of foreign currencies. 

Will Await Rise. 

It has been insisted more than once 
by President Roosevelt that he is un- 
| willing to stabilize the currency until 
prices have risen, if not to the 1926 
level, at least to a level decidedly 
above that which now obtains. Imme- 
diate devaluation, accordingly, can 
hardly be considered a practical prob- 
lem unless there is clear evidence that 
it would speedily yield decidedly high- 
er prices. 

What then may we expect from de- 
valuation in the field of prices? It 
would not, of course, increase by a 
single dollar the money in the pockets 
of the people or their bank balances. 
The only immediate result would be 
increased in the amounts, expressed 
in dollars, of the gold held in the 
United States treasury and in the fed- 
eral reserve banks. Devaluation at 
something like the present value of 
the dollar would mean an increase in 
these gold holdings of between two 
and three billion dollars. 

I think it may be assumed that the 
government would take the entire in- 
crement as a windfall profit. It 
would be then in position to expend 
over two billion dollars without re- 
sort to taxation or to loans. The ef- 
fect of this expenditure on prices can 
‘not be determined exactly.

the currency. ' . 

This removal of uncertainty about 
the currency is the primary advantage 
to be derived from devaluation. The 
increase in excess reserves of the 
banks could be as readily secured by 
further open market operations by 
the federal reserve banks, and the fail- 
ure to devaluate now rather than 
later would merely postpone the gain 
which would. accrue to the govern- 
ment. 

On the other hand, there is uncer- 
tainty to what extent devaluation 
would affect favorably the internal 
price and business situation, to say 
nothing about the foreign complica- 
tions which it would involve. And 
there is one further complication. 
When congress authorized revaluation 
it clearly had in mind a return to the 
familiar gold standard with no modi- 
fication other than a lower gold con- 
tent for the dollar. Since that time 
the president has announced his de- 
termination to establish a monetary 
system which will give the country a 
dollar of stable purchasing power. 

Must Be Deferred. 

Whether this objective can be 
reached through modifications of the 
gold standard or by some other means 
has not yet been determined, but 
clearly devaluation must be deferred 
until some definite decision has been 
reached and the appropriate legisla- 
tion placed upon the statute book. 
For all these various reasons, it would 
seem that the time has not yet come 
ne definitive revaluation of the dol- 
ar. 

Prolonged uncertainty about the 
currency doubtless has its disadvan- 
tages, but British experience clearly 
indicates that a fair measure of con- 
fidence can be established on the 
basis of a government policy that is 
directed toward limiting exchange 
fluctuation to the greatest possible 
extent. The adoption of a similar 
policy by our own government is not, 
one may hope, beyond the bonnds of 
reasonable expectation. Already there 
seems some indication that the policy 
may be abandoned. 

_In that event it is, of course, pos- 
sible that positive inflationary meas- 
ures may be adopted. This is a very 
great danger unless it can be convine- 
ingly shown that such measures prom- 
ise nothing as a means either of 
bringing about a permanent rise in 
prices or a recovery in trade, 

: Not Inflation. 

_No such inflationary measures have 
hitherto been adopted by the adminis- 
tration. Depreciation of the dollar, 
even by the method of stepping up 
the price of gold, is not inflation, In- 
flation is present when the volume of 
currency and credit actively in use ex- 
pands much more rapidly than the 
volume of trade. We may properly 
say that we have inflation in times of 
peace when currency and credit are 
expanded with feverish rapidity in 
the latter stages of a business boom, 
or when currency and credit in time 
of war are expanded as a result of an 
intense government demand for goods 
and labor. 

Inflation in a period of depression, 
when there is still an abundance of 
credit available, presents a very dif- 
ferent case. Moderate issues of cur- 
rency by the government in such cir- 
cumstances would presumably have no 
inflationary effect if it were believed 
that only neoderate issues were to be 
made, ‘There would simply be an in- 
crease in the excess reserves of the 
banks operations of the federal re- 
serve banks in recent months. 

Distrust, 

Assuming, however, that it were be- 
lieved that the government were to 
determine to issue additional paper 
currency until results were achieved in 
prices and in trade, it is reasonable to 
anticipate that distrust of the cur- 
rency would follow the mere , an- 
nouncement of the decision to adopt 
this policy, even before the actual 
issue of additional currency, however 
moderate that might be. 

Whether the result would be highly 
explosive, who can say? We can say, 
however, with some confidence, that 
the result would be far more mani- 
fest in a rise in the prices of existing 
tangible properties and in equities 
than in an increase in the demand 
for labor and capital for additional 
construction. 

The attempt to inflate in a period 
of depression is an uncharted sea. I 
confess my inability to forecast the 
course of events in any detail, but I 
can discover no reasonable ground for 
believing that inflationary measures 
afford the slightest promise of the es- 
tablishment of a higher price level 
that ‘will hold, much less that full 
employment of labor with rising 
standards of living which is our com- 
mon objective.

Acting Secretary Morgenthau said to- 
day that under his personal direction 
the coast guard was bringing its full 
force to bear against a rum fleet 
that was attempting to smuggle liq- 
uors into the United States. 

The acting secretary said there were 
173 ships, 165 of them flying the 
British flag, engaged in rum run- 
ning, and that aside from the call for 
naval help on the Pacific coast where 
the coast guard has no airplanes, the 
coast guard was handling the prob- 
lem. 

He disclosed the concentration 
against the rum running a short time 
after the supreme court had made 
ready for an early decision on the re- 


ing prohibition indictments. The state 
department, meanwhile, was deadlock-

tering into export trade, which have 
been heavily depressed, into a more 
satisfactory adjustment with other 
prices.” 
Difference of Opinion. 

This, said the survey, was the 
most that could be said for, the theory 
on which the program is based. While 
far from agreeing with this concla- 
sion, as to the limitations of the pro- 
gram’s effectiveness, administration 
advisors said that to bring these heav- 
ily depressed agricultural commodi- 
ties into a better relation to other 
prices was a major objective of the 
administration’s recovery campaign. 

Working away on next year’s 
budget and its related taxation prob- 
lem, treasury officers had little to say 
regarding the National Economy 
League petition, beyond a reiteration 
of their belief in the continued sound- 
ness of the government’s credit. 

The daily treasury statement of 
December 15, published today, showed 
meanwhile a deficit of %$908,000,000 
for the fiscal year so far, as com- 
pared with $1,581,000,000 
equivalent period:-a year ago. Ex- 
penses listed as emergency accounted 
for a little more than the entire 
deficit. 

The mid-month statement of public 
debt receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year to December 15, showed 
borrowings of $5,611,000,000 and re- 
tirements totaling $4,309,000,000, an 
increase in the public debt of $1,300,- 
000,000. During the same period a 
year ago the nation’s indebtedness in- 
creased $1,400,000,000.

HIGHEST AWARD 


BY SPORTS POLL 


Voted Greatest. Star for 
Year in Nation-Wide 
Ballot. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(4)—The 
selection of Carl Owen Hubbell as the 
‘man of the year” in all sports marks 
the second time the honor has gone 
{9 a major league baseball star in the 
three-year history of this annual As- 
sociated Press poll. Pepper Martin ran | 
away with the contest in 1931. 


The southpaw ace of the New York 
Giants, who compiled the best record 
lor pitching effectiveness in 17 years, 
was voted the outstanding man, ama- 
teur or professional by a nationrwide 
jury of sports editors and writers. He 
received 56 votes out of a total of 207 
in the final tabulation, more than 
double the number for his nearest 
rival. 

Second place went to the first for- 
eign athlete to gain a conspicuous 
place in the balloting, Jack Lovelock, 
of Oxford and New Zealand, who turn- 
ed in one of the great solo achieve- 
ments of 19323 by beating Bill son- 
thron, of Princeton, in a world-record 
mile race, clocked in 4:07.6. Lovelock 
collected 26 votes. 

Third and fourth place went to the 
outstanding figures in golf and tennis, 
Johnny Goodman, of Omaha, winner 
of the U nited States open olf git ern 
pionship, received 19 votes and Fred- 
erick J. Perry, hero of the British 
Davis cup triumphs and winner of 
the United States singles title, 15. 

Baseball players were by far the 
most popular choices in the voting. 
Led by Hubbell, six major league and 
one minor league star——-Jose Hauser 
- of Minneapolis—: accumulated 76 votes 
altogether. Track sports, with five 
entries gaining 30 votes, and golfers, 
with 29 ballots for a half dozen con- 
testants. were next in the volume of 
voting. Football furnished eight names 
but only 15 votes, of which five went 
to Southern California's all-American 
quarterback, Cotton Warburton, and 
three to Ariny’s Jack Buckler.

LAKELAND, Ga., Dec. 18.—It was a bit curious, down

about the sacking and burning of El Pais in Havana. 

1 wonder what happened to the pink marble statue of Diana 
which stood on the marble steps leading to the editorial rooms? 
And | wonder if Pepe Conte is to be kept long within the grim 
walls of Princepe castle, the national prison for political pris- 
oners? 

Pepe Conte is a sports writer and a brilliant one. 

He has been with the newspaper El Pais for years and 

years. He is a national figure. He is a fine looking 

man. His gray hair is swept back in a pompadour. His 
features are chiseled. And about every two hours he 
has a sip of bacardi. 

It was last summer that I rode with Pepe Conte in the out- 
skirts of Havana. The strike was on even then and the re- 
volt was rumbling on toward the collapse of the Machado gov- 
ernment. 

El Pais was leading the fight against the govern- 
men then and was the Bible of the same motley throng 
which last night looted and sacked the paper. 

This day they had strewn tacks on the road. Pepe Conte’s 
car could not pass. He arose and addressed them. 

‘You would not,” he said, ‘“‘do this to Pepe Conte. 
You would not do this to one of El Pais’ men; El Pais 
that is even now fighting your battles.” 

And they cheered him and swept the tacks from the road 
so that Pepe’s car might move in triumph. ‘Viva Pepe,” they 
yelled. 

He lives in the hills on the edge of the city. His 
wife is an American. Pepe served in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War as an officer with the seventh cavalry from 
Texas. And he still thinks Texans are the greatest men 
in the world. 

He learned to handle a revolver with the Texans and can 
“fan” a revolver. He loves baseball, Texans and his home 
(and family and, his bacardi. 


A REAL WARRIOR. 

There are a thousand stories on the island about Pepe 
Conte. He writes, when he chooses, with a vitriolic pen, | 
attended the fights with him- when his welterweight, a coal- 
black boy, called La Paz, or “The Peaceful One,” upset the 
‘favorite. 

Conte addressed him thusly before the fight, one of his 
;men translating for me as he talked to the grinning La Paz: 
| “The boy you are to fight is a white-livered dog. 

But he can box. Stay away from him. But when you hit 

him, try to knock his vitals out. Kill him if you can, 

because he is a rat. But do not forget to stay away. 

If you show fear I will break every bone in your body.”’ 

And so on. The boy listened, grinning. 

One of the stories they tell of him was written recently by 
Jimmy Powers. It seems that Conte, watching his favorite 
‘baseball team lose, decided that the first baseman was a terrible 
bum.

So he wrote in his paper that the first baseman had 

the heart of a chicken, the thick skull of the bull, the 
| long ears of the jackass and was, in addition to all this, 
| a very terrible bum. 
| (They have a certain amount of latitude in Cuban jour- 
;nalism that the American _ do not have. As you may 
| cues from the report which Conte wrote. I have had ball play- | 
‘ers look at me with a very pained look on their faces when it

The Cuban first baseman decided that his feelings 
had been hurt. He found Conte in his favorite cantina 
having his bacardi. He carried his bat and swung \ ‘ith 
it.

It knocked him down and 
as he lay on the floor he pulled his pistol and shot the 
first baseman.

It was all that could be done, the doc- 
tor explained. 

“The local brain condition 
hand,” Mr. Munro said. “It is not 
now giving us any trouble. but his 
general condition is not as good as it 
was. He is definitely weaker and his 
condition is critical. He is being 
treated by measures looking to the 
building up of his general ‘strength. 

“Nourishment is being given him 
intravenously. He is uncvenscious, but 
can be aroused, although he does not 
recognize anyone. The blood pressure 
is about normal, the pulse 90 to 100, 
temperature 102, afd respiration 30. 
Normal respiration is 18 to 20. 


“His recovery now depends wholly 
on his own strength. He is down to 
bedrock and all we can do is to hope 
he-has enough reserve strength to pull 
through. No blood transfusion is 
contemplated. He cannot be pushed 
too hard.”

Whether the baseball magnates 
took the cue from certain well-known 
institutions of learning in dealing 
with football, or the other way 
around, there has been and still is a 
lively stir in the coaching situation.
